VERY FEW ACCIDENTS OCCUR 


A n d Coo! W e ath er Is Responible for 


the Lack of the U su a lly L a rg e N u m ­ 


ber of C ases of E x h a u stio n — About 


T w elve T h o u sa n d M en in Line. 


Toledo, O., Sept. 3.—For an hour or 
more the grand parade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, with Its at­ 
tendant throngs, served merely as the 
background—the scenery of as dra* 
ratlc an incident as has enlivened a 
political 
campaign 
in 
some 
years, 
namely, the public meeting of Will­ 
iam ll. Taft and his erstwhile rival, 
Senator Joseph Fore.ker, 
The* Repub­ 
lican leader and his antagonist politi­ 
cally of the pre-convention canvass 
met in the official reviewing stand, 
•hook hands, smiled, and exchanged 
greetings, while from thousands of 
throats came cheer after cheer as the 
significance < J the incident dawned 
upon the beholders. 
The parade .of the veterans was re* 
markable for tin* absence of accidents 
and cases of exhaustion, and for the* 
good order w liie h prevailed, not only 
sraong the dense crowds along Hie line 
of march, but throughout 
the city. 
Mayor Whitlock stated that despite 
the crowd of loo.noo visitors there had 
been fewer accidents, fewer misde­ 
meanors, and I'*-h work for the police 
generally than on any overage day of 
the year. 
The weather was of the 
mad ©-too rd or variety, bright sunlight 
and the temperature comfortably be­ 
low the summer average. It w as more 
like an October clay than on** in tile 
fore part of September. 
To flii-i fact 
was due the la* k of ac tivity at the 
two emergency hospitals. 
Aside from 
a veteran who was slightly bruised by 
being hit by an ambulance, there were 
no accidents, and not more than a 
dozen visited the hospital as the re­ 
sult of f i t igue. 
All were able to leu*-* 
after resting. 
Estimates of the number of veter­ 
ans In lino varied from 8 , 0 0 0 to three 
times that number, but it is doubtful 
if there wore more than 12,000. 
The 
various jcosts marched with half a 
block between them and the depart­ 
ments were even further apart. There 
was a good ten feet separating each 
row of marchers, and it was ihi- lib­ 
erality of spa*© wltleh made it require 
four-hours to pass the reviewing stand.

AERONAUT FALLS 
TO HIS DEATH 


Twenty-five Thousand People 


See the Accident. 


Waterville, 
Mc , Sept. 3.—In full 
view of 2a,OOO horrified spectate rs as 
rambled on 
the Central Maim* fair 
grounds Ii**!**. Charles Oliver Jones 
the well known aeronaut of Ham 
rn on*! sport, N, VY, fell a distance or 
500 feet to 
his death. 
Among tho 
witnesses of Hie frightful plunge were 
Mrs. lunes and child, and they were 
almost Hie first to reach the side of 
Ut*dying man. 
Th** aeronaut died an 
hour and a half after the accident. 
Jones had been at Hie fair grounds 
with 
his 
dirigible 
balloon “Boome­ 
rang.” known as a St rebel airship, 
since Monday, 
He arranged to mak*» 
a flight but such a bigli wind 
pre­ 
vailed that a delay was necessary. 
Finally conditions modified am! ho 
gave I Ik word to have the machine 
released. 
When the aeronaut reached rn height 
of more than HOO feet th** spectators 
were amazed to -ce small tongues of 
flame Issuing from und *r the gas bag 
in front of the motor. 
By this time 
the balloon had passed out of the fair 
grounds.

The weather was of the 
made-to-order variety, bright sunlight 
and the tem perature comfortably be­ 
low the sum m er average. It was more 
like an October day than one in the 
fore part of September. 
To this fact 
was due the lack of activity at the 
two emergency hospitals. 
Asale from 
a veteran who was slightly bruised by 
being hit by an ambulance, there were 
no accidents, and not more than a 
dozen visited the hospital as the re­ 
sult of fatigue. 
All were able to leave 
after resting. 
Estimates of the number of veter­ 
ans in line varied from 8,000 to three 
times that number, but it is doubtful 
if there were more than 12,000. 
The 
various posts marched with half a 
block between them and the depart­ 
ments were even further apart. There 
was a good ten feet separating each 
row' of marchers, and it was this lib­ 
erality of space which made it require 
four-hours to pass the reviewing stand.

It was necessary to keep the 
torpedo gun light enough to float to its 
objective and at the same tim e of suf­ 
ficient tensile strength to preserve tile 
Inner tube against the initial detona­ 
tion. 
This new element is vanadium.

This reduces 
the weight of the tube from half a ton 
to eighty pounds. 
The only available 
deposits of this new elem ent are in 
Peru and are under American control. 
The steel for the torpedo and the shell 
were constructed by American com­ 
panies.
